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NORSE ART AND HANDICRAFT 


Domestic industry and the useful arts for centur¬ 
ies were at a very high level in Norway. The Nor¬ 
wegian farmers were not inclined to take things easy. 
When the farm work no longer took up their time, in 
the long winter evenings and the lamps were lighted, 
the men brought out their tools, while the women 
went to their spinning wheels or looms. The articles 
made were generally of a useful nature, the men 
making farm implements, furniture and other equip¬ 
ment, locks and mountings, while with the women, 
spinning and weaving held first rank. 

Although utility was a primary requisite in the 
articles they wrought, those old-time people had a 
sense for more than mere usefulness which made 
them farmer artists and enabled them to produce 
work worthy of the admiration of those who have 
come after them. Many of them were skilled carp¬ 
enters, other achieved distinction as wood carvers. 
Some were good blacksmiths, and others showed won¬ 
derful skill in working gold and silver. 

The women made not only the coarser cloths and 
linen for everyday clothes and shirts but with 
diligence they applied their ability and artistic sense 
in making pretty carpets and curtains. They design¬ 
ed their own patterns and prepared their own dyes. 
Carpet and curtain weaving stood especially high 
among their products and several old specimens pro¬ 
duced in that period form the most valuable treasures 
in Norwegian collections and museums. 


As in many other domains, however, modern times 
brought a change in these domestic arts. The nation¬ 
al domestic industry decayed through the commercial¬ 
ization of the work of production. 

However, sooner or later, a change was sure to 
come; and it came in our time. Again domestic in¬ 
dustry and useful arts are on their way to occupy the 
place they held in former times in Norway. 

It is not the object of the domestic industries to 
compete with commercial industries of their kind, al¬ 
though in Norway not a few of these kinds of articles 
are placed on the market where they enjoy a steadily 
increasing sale. The object of the encouragement' of 
domestic industry is to give greater certainty in the 
intrepretation of style, that is, national style, to de¬ 
velop personal taste and give the articles in use and 
adornment a character which will better than any 
other satisfy our own expectations and imaginations. 
In other words, the useful arts are to become a part 
of our culture. It is therefor only natural that the 
Norse Celebration should also embrace an exhibition 
of such articles. This exhibit will be found in the 
Exhibit Hall at the Fair Grounds.
